( uj Circulation of underground papers is con- 
centrated in major metropolitan areas and aroimd 
college campuses , but not restricted to such areas.

(cj The underground press iias influenced the 
conventional media in its attitude toward the soci- 
ety and in the issues and events covered.

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MINORITY GROUPS jumped to second place in the 
analysis this month, having climbed from 23 in 
January of this year. The emphasis within this 
topic was primarily on two sub-topics: 

a) reported race clashes--blamed on whites 
at all levels, ranging from accusations of pro- 
crastination on school desegregation by President 
Nixon to "racists" within local police forces--and 

b) Black Power pronouncements--this time, not 
just from expectedly militant organizations such 

as the Black Panthers, but from community and local 
groups speaking of the need to organize "for sur- 
vival . " 

JUSTICE/COURTS is back in the top ten, this 
time mainly as the result of massive attention to 
"Federal Grand Juries--the new weapon." This 
quote is from Washington's Quicksilver Times which 
contends the government is using grand juries to 
combat "the movement"--"to create mistrust and 
guilt in the movement; to drive a wedge between 
all groups including overground and underground." 

The primary message of the underground press 
on the subject comes across in bold headlines: 

"Don't Testify!" 

REVOLUTIONISTS GO BACK TO THE BOOKS 

hE VOLUTION ! maintained its usual first place 
position in this month's analysis, often with 
what was little more than a reworking of the 
same rationale and slogans underground press ob- 
servers have become accustomed to. Perhaps the 
most significant new thrust is a rather general 
"back to the books" theme. Both in articles and 
in display advertising there is added emphasis 
on the plethora of literature on revolution and 
guerrilla warfare which has been published in the 
U.S. in the past few years. There is also a call 
for emphasis on orthodoxy .. .Atlanta's Great Speckled 
Bird said rather bluntly that it is well enough' to 
make heroes out of Che Guevara, Ho Chi Minh, Mao 
and Lenin, but the serious revolutionary must 
study "The source of their ideas: the Marxist- 

Leninist tradition . " 

KKK PUSHES PANTHERS FOR ATTENTION 

Our usual rank -ordering of ORGANIZATIONS' 
according to the amount of attention they receive

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WEATHER UNDERGROUND BLASTS N.Y. STATE CORRECTIONS 
DEPARTMENT FOUR DAYS AFTER MASSACRE AT ATTICA 

ALBANY, N.Y. (LNS)--Four days after the bloody 
suppression of the Attica prison rebellion, two 
women and five men were staffing the N.Y. State 
Department of Corrections "command post" in Twin 
Towers, a 20-story private office building near 
the State Capitol here. 

While keeping open a hot line between high 
prison officials still in Attica and the depart- 
ment's headquarters which occupy the minth and 
tenth stories of Twin Towers, the seven people 
received a call from State Capitol police alerting 
them to an imminent explosion. 

They fled and shortly after 7:30 p.m. on Sept. 
17, a bomb went off which blasted through the 
eight-inch cinderblock walls of a ninth floor 
lavatory, destroying another lavatory and an un- 
used shaft. The lavatory where the bomb was planted 
is located near a passenger elevator. 

The warning to evacuate state employees from 
the offices reached The Times-Union of Albany and 
The Daily News and radio station *WBAI in New York 
shortly before the blast. The Times-Union immed- 
iately contacted the police who cleared out every- 
body except some custodial workers who luckily es- 
caped injury. 

Corrections Commissioner Russell G. Oswald, 
the man who ordered the attack on the Attica pris- 
oners with Rockefeller's and Nixon's approval, 
has offices on the ninth floor in the rear. The 
explosion took place in the front. Oswald has 
avoided public appearances since it became apparent 
that his office had spread many lies before and 
at the time of the attack to justify the 40 odd 
deaths of prisoners and guards when a force of 
troopers and police effectively unarmed the rebel 
encampment in the prison yard. 

First, officials had explained that the re- 
belling prisoners could not be granted immunity 
from prosecution because of the murder of one prison 
guard they reportedly tossed out a window. There 
are no windows he could have been thrown out of 
and no one can find any evidence or witnesses to 
back up the story, which was widely circulated by 
the press before the attack. Immunity and removal 
of Attica's wardens were the only two demands left 
on the prisoner's list of prison reforms when of- 
ficials decided to crush the rebellion. 

Second, the stories of castration, mutilation, 
and throat -s li tting by prisoners to their hostage 
guards all appear to have no substance. Despite 
the prisoners' threats to kill their hostages if 
attacked, every guard who died during the attack 
died from the indiscriminate shower of gunfire 
rained down by the assault force. 
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Meanwhile, a cormun ique signed "Weather 
Underground" has arrived at the offices of Liber- 
ation News Service in New York City taking credit 
for the bombing of Oswald's office and explaining 
vb / the action was taken. it reads in part: 

by now every one is an are that the Monday 
sia-ghter did not have to take place. If this 
iJuo a civilized society , the men in power would 
not need to kill those who demand their freedom 
ani to be treated with the respect due to every 
human being.

We 
have seen white students shot and killed at 
Berkeley and Kent State... 

Tonight we attacked the head offices of the 
N.Y. Stute Department of Corrections at Albany . 
Tomorrow thousands of people will demonstrate in 
NeO York and around the country against this 
racist slaughter. We must continue to moke the 
Rockefellers , Oswalds , Reagans, and Nixons pay 
for their crimes.

I am an American POW. I came to Vietnam as 
a 26-year-old army flight surgeon.

Of course my opinions about this war are 
prejudiced by the fact that I want to go home; to 
return to my loved ones and the practice of a 
gratifying profession... 


For the first 5 months of my capture, I re- 
fused to make any public statement against the 
war... I felt that it was not in the interest of 
country to do so. Now 1 ask for the opportunity 
to make statements and write letters. 


I have been brainwashed. Not by any physical 
tortures, or abstruse psychological methods, but 
by a confrontation with factual evidence, most of 
it originating in the USA. I have been brainwashed 
by the 1954 Geneva Accords, by Life magazine, by 
Newsweek, by American documentary films of demon- 
strations, by the Winter Soldier investigations, by 
statements from senior statesmen like Fulbright, 
Mansfield, llarriman, Clifford and so forth. The 
recent disclosure of the secret Pentagon report 
by a conscience-stricken defense analyst was the 
last of a long series of laundry agents. 

Now I feel that it is in the best interests 
of my country to make public statements, write 
letters and appeals, and to do everything possible 
to stop this war; this terribly destructive force 
that has caused so much death and suffering; that 
has shaken American society to its foundations...

HONG KQNG(LXS) --China, with a quarter of the 
world's population, is succeeding in its enormous 
birth-control efforts, according to mounting evi- 
dence reaching iiong Kong. 

Recent travellers from China report that 
most urban Chinese couples now prefer families 
of just two children, with rural families only 
slightly larger. 

Many of the older Chinese still apparently 
put a premium on a woman's fertility, remembering 
the days when only two children out of eight 
could be expected to survive. But today's young 
adults, with plagues and famines just memories, 
reportedly welcome family-planning campaigns. 

These are spearheaded in the countryside by the 
hundreds of thousands of peasant medical workers 
called "barefoot doctors." 

The Chinese campaigns stress that family plan- 
ning means better health for the wife and better 
care for the children. China's giant Women's 
League also argues that planned parenthood helps 
free women from the confines of their household. 
Since 1950, the official women's organization 
has held that women's equality can most readily be 
achieved when wives can earn their own incomes 
outside the home. 

The government recommends that young adults 
delay marriage in order to devote themselves to 
China's political and economic development. With 
men advised to remain single until they are 27 
or 28 and women until 25, the result has been 
fewer babies. 

Many young people do marry earlier, but mar- 
riage is prohibited by law until men are 20 and 
women are 18. IT e statute is a far cry from the 
tradition-bound China of three decades ago, when 
childhood brides bore sons as soon as nature 
permitted . 

A wide variety of contraceptives is cheaply 
and readily available in China although not to 
unmarried people. Many factories distribute rubber 
condoms free of charge, according to travellers' 
reports . 

In case of accidents, abortions also are 
free, utilizing a new, safe, reportedly painless 
procedure involving a portable suction pump. 

For women, stainless steel intra- uterine 
devices were until recently the most commonly- 
used means of contraception, but they proved ill- 
suited to the countryside where women do heavy 
manual labor and the pill now is the most popular 
device, nationwide. 

in at least some areas women are turning to 
a die ape r form of oral contraception, according 
to the fifteen U.S. China scholars who visited 
China this summer. The scholars were proudly shown 
rolls of edible perforated paper, eacii contracep- 
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tive dose to be chewed off daily at the dotted line. 

Other new contraceptives will soon be on 
Chinese drug store shelves. Journalist Edgar Snow 
was informed during his recent tour of China that 
doctors have already developed an effective once- 
a-month tablet and are at work on a four- times -a- 
year pill. 
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CAR INSURANCE: EXPENSIVE, HARD TO GET, AND INADEQUATE, 
BUT "INJURY INDUSTRY" PROFITS 

WASHINGTON (LNS) --After spending more than 
$2 million and two years studying the • question , the 
Department of Transportation recently discovered 
what car owners have been saying for years --auto 
insurance is expensive, often hard to get at any 
price, and generally inadequate to cover the ex- 
penses of people who suffer accidents. 

These findings could hardly come as much of a 
surprise to anyone who has ever had to hassle with 
getting insurance or has been involved in an accident. 

To begin with, insurance costs have skyrocketed 
to the point where one car owner from Evansville, 
Indiana wrote complaining that "To me, insurance 
is for emergencies. Now it is almost an emergency 
when the insurance bill comes." 

But the way things have been going, people who 
can get policies at all must consider themselves 
somewhat lucky. Because most states require a jury 
trial to determine "fault" for any accident claims, 
insurance companies prefer to sell liability in- 
surance to people they expect would make a good 
impression on a jury. As a result, drivers are 
paying higher premiums and having their policies 
cancelled because of their jobs, appearance, marital 
status, age, sex, living habits, race, and "morals." 

You can check this out by calling your local 
Allstate Insurance Company, (one of the biggest in 
the country) We were told in New York City for 
instance, that if you are a woman, under 25, and 
not living at home, it's a "Sorry, then we can't 
help you." A man in New York City under 25 and not 
living at home might be able to get coveragc--at a 
minimum cost of $600-$700 a year. 

But this is only the beginning of the problems 
created by the "fault" provision that appears in 
almost all car insurance policies. With this 
system, in order for anyone to collect on an ac- 
cident, someone must be shown to be "at fault." 

Then, if it turns out to be the other person's 
fault, you collect. 

But if you are at fault--or, in most states, 
even part i a 1 1\ at fault, you don't get a cent. You 
repair your car and pay your medical bill out of 
your own pockets. 

In a study of half a million accidents, the 
Department of Transportation found that over half 
of the victims received no compensation at all, 
mainly because the}' were held to be "at fault." 

A Maryland man, for example, told how his wife was 
hit while crossing the street to her home. She was 
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judged to have been "5 per cent negligent '--and she 
didn r t get a penny ... 

But those iudged innocent don’t a 1 v. u\ s iair 
much better The same study found that oni> nail ic- 
covered 50 per cent of their medical and wage losses. 

Of course, there are some people who profit from 
this set-up-- the ’’injury industry” of insurance 
companies', agents , adjustors, and lawyers, hhile it 
clogs up the court system (taking up 11 per cent 
of the time in federal courts and 20 per cent in 
state courts), the process of determining who was 
"at fault” saves insurance companies a lot of money 
and gives a lot of work to a lot of lawyers- -much 
q£ j £ trying to get one insurance comp an) or a- 
nother off the hook 

’[hey do a pretty good job. The Department of 
Transportation reports that only 42 per cent of the 
money taken in in premiums by motorists -was ever 
paid back out in benefits. 

An insurance agent from Columbus, Ohio, sums 
it up pretty we 11 : 

»» ( 1 » ve) been in this auto insurance business for 
33 years, and any insurance man who says we are 
doing a good job is either ignorant, incompetent, 
or a liar and most likely the latter.’ 
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"REVOLUTIONARY TYPE” WOMEN PRISONERS TEARGASSED FOR

ALDERS ON , W. Va. ( LNS) - -Women prisoners at the 
Aiderson Federal Reformatory for Women were tear- 
gassed on September 20 after holding a memorial ser- 
vice for the prisoners slain at Attica State Prison. 
Within the next two days, 66 women were transfered 
to maximum security prisons. None w-ill return to 
Aide rson 

"The prisoners moved out were the type who take 
things into their own hands,” said Roy Gerard, dep- 
uty assistant director of institutional services for 
the Bureau of Prisons. The women are ’’sparkplugs in 
this sort of tiling, the more vocal, the more out- 
spoken, the more revolutionary types-.” 

Aiderson, a minimal security prison with 600 
inmates, will be one of the sites for nationwide 
demonstrations on Oct. 2 to protest the massacre at 
Attica.

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NEW JERSEY GASPING OVER THOSE 40 ATHLETES 

PISCATAWAY, N . J . (LNS) --At least 40 junior and 
senior high school athletes in north-central New 
Jersey gut -sick* -late- last week-, apparently just from 
breathing the air and -exercising strenuously. 

At Middlesex County's Quibbletown Junior High 
football practice began around 3 p.m. on September 
16. An hour later, nearly every player, about 36 
in all, were dizzy and- nauseous , and complaining of 
chest pains. 

"Wc had to call off practice and call an emer- 
gency ambulance to take most of the boys to hospit- 
als,” said Quibbletown J! IS principal Edward McGarigle.

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ATTICA PRISONERS’ STATEMENT 

The following is a statement drawn up by the 
inmates of Attica prison in the week following the 
massacre . It was given to lawyers who were aole to 
get into the prison to see the inmates and released 
September 22. 

ATTICA, New York (LNS)--We are making this 
statement to expose the vicious political machine 
that exists in all New York State prisons. We at 
this time intend to clog the wheels of that machine. 
The inhuman conditions at Attica, as well as other 
New York State prisons have in the past been white- 
washed and covered up from the general public by 
prison officials and unscrupulous politicians. In 
the past all prisoners’ pleas for justice have been 
ignored by all public officials and jailkeepers. 

The Attica Liberation Faction came into being 
in May 1971 for the sole purpose of prison change in 
a democratic manner. A 28-point ’’manifesto of de- 
mands” was drawn up on July 2nd and submitted to 
numerous state officials, including Gov. Rockefeller, 
Commissioner Oswald, and Assemblyman Arthur E. Eve. 

On or about Sept. 2, Commissioner Oswald and two of 
his aides visited Attica prison for interviews with 
Frank Lott, Chairman of the Liberation Faction and 
other inmates. Superintendant Mancusi was present. 
Commissioner Oswald assured Mr. Lott that changes 
were being immediately made on issues that didn’t 
require legislation. Mr. Lott went on to state that 
as long as Warden Mancusi and his racist administra- 
tion were allowed to supervise the men at Attica, 
trouble would follow. Mr. Lott called for the re- 
moval of Warden Mancusi; Dr. Williams and Dr. Stein- 
burg, prison doctors; and the food service manager; 
all in the presence of Warden Mancusi. 

Prior to Sept. 9th, the Attica Liberation Fac- 
tion had moved to higher ground. A body of men in 
each block were assigned to teach other men English; 
math and history. Frank Lott, Donald Noble, Herbert 
Blyden, Peter Butler, and Carl Jones El are among 
the men that donated their time to aid men in all 
phases of education--something that Mancusi failed 
to do. As long as there are jailers like Mancusi, 
Vincent LaValle, DeLong, Bergan, Fritz, and the 
likes of them there will always be unrest in our 
prison system. They have all the answers. Their 
policy is them against us--we don’t want to hear it. 
New York must set up rehabilitation programs in the 
prisons . 

We are not criminals, nor are we enemies of the 
people. Government and public institutions are es- 
tablished to serve and promote the needs and welfare 
of the people. Why must they subjugate and exploit 
us through the labor process and oppress the people 
of America through increasing taxes, paying for 
emergency health care, transportation, housing, food, 
etc. when everything is "pay on the spot” or credit 
with interest. Looking at this objectively this 
capitalist system creates opposing tendencies among 
ourselves; examples: racial, religious and class 

biases. Our job as concerned people is to expose 
the system, which is really run by approximately 400 
families (DuPonts, Rockefellers, Fords, Mellons, etc. 
and show that these people, a minority , are only a 
breed infected by money and have no concern whatever 
for the people in general. True, we have truthful 


representatives in our government. However, they are 
puppets whose strings are pulled by that monopoly of 
families . 

We have discovered, as Madame Binh no doubt knows, 
the frustration of negotiating with a political sys- 
tem bent on genocide. Killings are being committed 
not only in Viet Nam, but in Bengla Desh, Africa, and 
South America. Is it not so that our Declaration of 
Independence provides that when a government oppres- 
ses the people, they have a right to abolish is and 
create a new government? And we at ’’Attica” and all 
revolutionaries across the nation are exercising that 
right! The time is now that all third world people 
acknowledge the true oppressor and expose him to the 
world! ! ! 

Facist control has been instituted through va- 
rious devious means in all concentration camps here 
in Attica and all through New York State. For in- 
stance : even though black and Puerto Rican brothers 

number conservatively 85% of the total population 
of these contemporary plantations we are collectively 
allotted only 1% of the controlling inmate positions. 

Just as Hitler instilled fear in his concentration 
camps, so has Rockefeller, allowing and sanctioning 
the same tactics to be perpetrated here; the Facists 
deal with fear and psychological control, such as 
not allowing grown men to talk when we walk down the 
halls; marching us to and from each meal; segregations 
of facilities, such as black and white Ice! 

The facist regime can only exist when fear is the 
controlling factor. But when intelligence is used, 
then the facist pigs must resort to violence to cover 
up their atrocities against the poor people. 

In conclusion; those brothers whose lives were 
taken by Rockefeller and his agents did not die in 
vain . Why? 

Because the uprising in Attica did not start 
here nor will it end here! 

Moreover, the storm trooper-like tactics of 
Rockefeller’s gestapos again proves to the third world 
that the Nazi element in this racist system will stop 
at nothing to eliminate the forces who are the oppres- 
sed masses, who are struggling for human recognition 
and are crying out for Freedom, Justice and Equality.

ALBANY DEMONSTRATORS OPEN CAMPAIGN 
TO INDICT ROCKEFELLER FOR MURDER

ALBANY ,N .Y . (LNS) -- ”We have come here today,” 
intoned David Dellinger from the speaker.’s platform 
on the steps of the New York State Capital, ”to be- 
gin a serious campaign to indict Rockefeller for 
murder . ” 

More than 1000 demonstrators cheered Dellinger 
and other speakers denouncing the governor and 
promising continuing solidarity actions with prison 
rebels in Attica and around the nation. The rally 
followed a spirited march through downtown Albany 
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and a sector of the state capital's black com- 
munity. Rhythmic chants, such as "Attica means: 
fight back'." and "Wanted for Murder; Rockefeller," 
set the pace for the marchers, who had come from 
all over the state. 

Speakers linked the prison rebellion to the 
war in Vietnam and the growth of an overall re- 
volutionary movement throughout the United States. 
One speaker, a relative of an Attica inmate, 
gestured to state employees leaning out of win- 
dows in a nearby office building and said: "Those 
guards were working for Rockefeller, too, and see 
what it got them!" 

Continued protests against the governor, as 
well as unspecified legal actions, would take 
place, Dellinger promised, vowing that the idea 
of indicting Rockefeller was "not rhetoric." He 
announced that Rockefeller would be attending a 
formal dinner at New York City's Hilton Hotel on 
October 14 to receive a "humanit arianism award," 
and he invited the demonstrators to join the 
governor for dinner.

to Melville because he liked the 19th century author 
so much . 

He became a hydrolics engineer, got married, 
and had a son named Joshua in 1961 . 

Then in the early sixties, he dropped out, got 
divorced and did some community organizing in Mor- 
n i ngs i de Heights, the area near Columbia University. 

He moved down to the Lower East Side of New York 
where he worked at the Free Store which served the 
thousands of young people who fled there from other 
parts of the country in 1967- 

And then, on July 27, 1 969 » a bomb exploded on 
the Hudson River peir of the United Fruit Company, 
a company which has its octopus-like hands all over 
Latin America. August 20, Marine Midland Grace Trust 
Company, also with extensive holdings (plantations) 
in Latin America blew up. September 19, Whitehall 
Induction Center exploded and on Nov. 11, Standard 
Oil, General Motors and Chase Manhattan were shaken 
by bomb blasts. 

Right after the last blasts Sam was busted. 

He along with four others were charged with the 
bombings. An informer turned them in. 


NEW YORK (LNS)--"The provocative quality of 
a club suddenly striking a solid brick or steel 
surface just behind you, accompanied by a roar to 
'lock in, forward march 1 i t 1 s just part of "the 
basic terror that people live under in prison," 
said Sam Melville in a letter from Attica Prison 
to h i s 1 awyer . 


After his arrest, Sam was put into the Federal 
House of Detention. After two escape attempts he 
was moved to the Tombs (the New York Men's House of 
Detention) until his conviction and sentencing on 
June 1970. From there, he went to Sing Sing, the 
"reception and distribution center" and on to what 
he called "the big A"--Attica. 


Two weeks after that letter, Sam, who pleaded 
guilty to the 1 969 New York City bombings of the 
United Fruit Company, Marine Midland Grace Trust 
Company, Whitehall Street Induction Center, Stan- 
dard Oil, General Motors, and the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, was dead in the Attica Massacre. 

He was killed, Assist. Commissioner of Cor- 
rections Walter Dunbar was quick to point out, 
only an hour after Cell Block D was "secure", as 
he was running with four homemade bombs ready to 
blow up a 500 gallon fuel tank." Dunbar, accor- 
ding to some of Sam's friends, seemed surprising- 
ly well equiped soon after the "mop-up operations." 
He had a printed press release and pictures of the 
person he called "Madbomber" Melville. 

Dunbar talked about sharpshooters shooting 
Sam down from roof tops but the 2 bullet wounds 
went up through his chin and through his neck un- 
der his chin. Dunbar also didn't explain how Sam 
could run through the tear gas fog or carry fou r 
bombs in h«s hands to blow up a metal fuel tank.

Sam Melville wa s born almost 35 years ago in Buf- 
falo, ^0 miles from Attica prison where he died. 

He went to high school in Buffalo but at 1 8 he came 
to New York City where he helped his father orga- 
nize a union of taxi drivers. 


Sam was a quiet but dynamic man, say people who 
knew him. "So the organizing he did at Attica, he 
did with an effort," said a friend, "because he 
thought that's what he should do." 

Organizing at Attica meant talking to other in- 
mates whenever he cou 1 d--dur i ng the exercise period, 
during meals, in the shower. He helped start the 
underground newspaper which the inmates secretly 
passed out. He was accepted by the blacks and 
Puerto Ricans who had already started political 
groups which they called the Black Panthers and the 
Young Lords. He talked to young white junkies who 
came in, as he told one of his f r i ends , "deb i 1 i ta ted 
in mind and body."

September 13, 1971, Samuel J. Melville was shot 
dead. Walter Dunbar, who got his training at the 
California Board of Corrections and specifically at 
San Quentin called him the "Mad Bomber." Sam never 
denied his involvement in the bombings. During his 
sentencing in June 1970, the judge noted that the 
bombing of the induction center caused more than 
$90,000 worth of damage. Sam interrupted and com- 
mented, "That's about two Viet Cong."

Dec 10, 19b9 

My prevailing mood must be called despair. 

Living among our people and taking from ameriku that 
amount 1 could stomach made me forget the vast waste 
of inhumanity that dominates this country. Here, 

I'm struck with the overwhelming insanity of popu- 
lar opinion and taste without any relief 1 i don't 
know how long I'll be able to take prison life. 
Imagine yourself having to go back to our lives of 
eight or ten years ago when the only break in the 
monotonous hype crisy 0 f society was to meet some- 
one else, every once in a while, who felt your lone- 
liness (which came out only as bitterness). Couple 
this with a world completely devoid of women ! 

Mostly, now, I feel whatever I may have hoped 
to accomplish simply was a waste. Just one more nut 
who freaked out and took an O.D. or climbed up a 
tower and fruitlessly gunned down everything in 
sight. I know there is a Jane and a John and young 
brothers and sisters with another way, another mu- 
sic, another look, another smell! 

But it's all so unreal here. At first the shock 
of the arrest and the feeling of a common enemy made 
me groove on my cellmates. But after awhile I be- 
gan to see so painfully the pet* ness and hatred that 
is their '’preferred" makeup, 'felling myself these 
are my fellow creatures just doesn't help for very 
long. I'm not Christ though I might like to think 
so sometimes. 

My greatest fear is that my glib answer to the 
charge of insanity is totally wrong. I've always s 
said that insanity was merely a malevolent society's 
way of dealing with an individual's action which 
threatens the functioning of that society. 

Now I'm beginning to realize there are crea- 
tures who, driven to despair at (not) finding love, 
actually doubt their own reasoning apparatus, their 
own needs . 

I’m told by some that once I get to a bonavide 
prison, I'll be able to get almost any literature 
short of pornography and be able to have visits from 
anyone except co defendants. It's a slender thread 
of consolation. My real options arc (when I have 
the courage to face them): to become an expert in 
gin rummy or the grand master of postal chess. 

Hi ere really isn't much else. I haven't much hope 
of beating the rap. When I asked Crain (Melville's 
lawyer) wnetier I f acec j five years or fifty, fie said 
with a t rown , I'd better figure fifty. John, I 
don't think I'm strong enough. I think sometimes 
I have much love lor some people and beliefs, but I 
also know that my response to my environment is that 
ol a pragmatic animal. I seek to satisfy my basic 
needs ... not hunger or shelter from a hostile 
nature, |>ut the soft voice of a woman , the laughter 
of a snared triend ... these are my basic needs! 

I watched the spectacle of the Army-Navy foot- 
ball game on TV today. The el -se-u P> 0 f t \ ]C faces 
sent snudlers through me. strong, crew-cut young 
men ana onediont young women. Unif. rmed. Cheering. 
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Mad. Completely mad Camera cut-outs of General 
Westmoreland . It was a scene I lived twenty years 
ago. If my personal despair is reading the signs 
accurately, we’re in for very rough times. Maybe 
will all be together soon. Somehow, I hope not.

In Pilgrims Progress, Mr. Valiant for 

truth says he will keep his scars as a witness 
that he has fought his battles. My new residence 
i take to be just new scars. Since I'm not allowed 
to write about the institution and I can't have 
my books or newspapers there's very little I have 
to say. Not that there isn't a wealth of valuable 
experiences here. If folks outside could see the 
conditions under which Amerika forces its misfits 
to exist I’m sure many would be able to realize 
the brutal indifference that exists all the way 
up thru the system. 

If it's true "you are what you eat" I will 
emerge from here a test tube. The comestibles 
(food) are under contract to Dupont I'm sure. It's 
expedient and it saves the taxpaper oodles of money. 

I still have much unchecked fury but when 

I see so many black men in circumstances far worse 
than mine I try to relate to that and come out 
okay. One thing is certain: inspite of the high 

racial tension (or perhaps because of it) when I 
emerge to whatever sunlight is left in this world 
I will not be a honky anymore.

December 25, 19 70 

I'm in keeplock for the third time in 

as many months. This will be a 10-day stretch 
maybe more. It's better now tho; in C Block 

with a door and a window. It's quiet and I can 
control the heat. The "food" that's passed thru 
the door 1 relay on to the wierd creatures who 
gather at the windsill. They're the mangiest 
critters you ever saw. About half the size of crows, 
brownish-gray. The snow is deep and it's really 
cold and they shiver so pathetically. Maybe they're 
a special genus who exist only around prisons. It's 
for sure they couldn't survive without inmates 
feeding them. 

...Naturally, I'm spending time with my body. 

It's not sure enough yoga, but the control I'm 
gaining gives me much confidence. Sometimes my knees 
and ankles aboslutely refuse any cooperation. But 
I keep right on them, cursing and forcing them to 
make love with my back muscles. With a lot of 
imagination, 1 can even get a little turned on 
tucking my nose into the scrotum. 

I work the guitar some. Not hearing the good 
sounds or playing with others is very limiting.. 

..."The spirit is of no avail against the swore, 
but the spirit together with the sword will always 
win out against the sword alone... And I am tempted 
tu tell you that it so happens that we are fighting 
lor tine J i st i net i ons , but the kind of distinctions 
tiiat are as important as man himself.

Dear Mr. Oswald, 

I am in punitive segregation at Attica 
prison. Chronology of events: 

May 7: moved without request from C Block porter 

to D Block State Shop 

May 10: interview with Mr. Pfeil to ascertain 

why I was moved. He said the warden thinks I am 
better supervised in D Block. I refuse to work 
until restored to C Block. 

May 12: Sentenced to 8-days keeplock 

May 21: Again refuse to work 

May 22: Sentenced to keeplock pending interview 

with Deputy Warden 

June 4: Mr. Vincent sentences me to 30 days in 

punitive segregation with 15 days lost time. 

June 15: when returning from exercise yard I am 

told to fold my arms (for the first time), I 
refuse . 

June 11: Sentenced to”14-days keeplock or until 

he conforms to rules.” 

I want to be restored to my former position 
as C block porter and my lost time returned to 
me. If I am to remain in punitive segregation I 
want exercise privileges. 

Health Report 

For the past several weeks, since shortly 
after I entered the box, I have had mild head- 
aches almost daily. The doctor gave me a pill 
called 11PC which didn't help. After a week 1 
complained again and this time I received a 
small pink pill (enclosed). The doctor refuses 
to tell me what it is. These seemed to help for 
a while. During the past week, the intensity of 
the pain has increased alot. When 1 exercise 
my head pounds unbearably. The pills no longer 
he lp at all. 

I went to sick call Aug. 3 and told the 
doctor (Sternberg) I didn't want to keep taking 
pills that didn't seem to help much and that 1 
thought 1 should have an examination. Sternberg 
said very scornfully that other people are now 
doing my thinking for me, continue taking the 
pills and go back to my cell. 

[ protested, trying to control my anger. He 
cut me off saying my records indicate l was in 
good health when I entered prison. When 1 said 
that was nearly 2 years ago, he replied .he knew 
when it was. He gave me a pass and told me to 
go to first-aid. There my blood pressure was 
taken and i reported back to the doctor with a 
note stating my blood pressure. Stern a erg said 
my blood pressure was normal and to continue 
taking the pills. :ie told the guard to escort 
me to my cell.' 
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I have no history of this kind of thing and 
i’m a little worried. My head aches virtually all 
tine time now and any strenuous movement triggers a 
verv heavy throbbing behind the eyes. And it's 
not exactly comforting to know the mortality rate 

at Attica rivals that of Bengla Desh.

August 20, 1971 

Presently in keeplock (14-days) for demanding 
human treatment. The pigs say I was creating a 
disturbance in the messhall. Political people in at 
least 3 blocks have been busted this week for 
petty shit. 

. . .All rules are now strictly enforced. 

Attire, haircuts, lining up, no talking, no wearing 
hats, -everything. You're busted for dispensing 
lit, holding meetings, or staring at pigs. We are 
treated as dogs. 

Don't wag your righteous finger at Mancusi 
and pretend you're shocked. Sue the montherfucker 
or better yet shoot him. But for Christ's sake 
do something.

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PCB : "EVEN MORE DANGEROUS THAN DDT?” 

WASHINGTON, D.C.' INS) Concentrations 
may reach levels sufficient to damage the environ- 
ment irreversibly on a wordwide scale before the 
damage is recognized,” concluded scientists in a 
study made on the chemical polychlorinated bipheny 
(PCS) . The chine i cal has been found in large quan- 
tities in turkeys, chickens, eggs and salmon. It 
is very similar to and as deadly as DDT, primarily 
because it does not decompose readily. Tens of 
thousands of tons of the colorless, odorless, sy- 
rupy chemical have been used for forty years in 
insulating products, paints, pesticides and non-car- 
bon copying paper. For a long period of time the 
difference between DDT and PCB was unknown, now 
because of the sudden influx of knowledge many of 
the disasters previously attributed to DDT alone 
could be a combination of DDT and PCB. 

In 1968 in Japan 1,000 people were infected 
and five persons died as a result of a severe skin 
disease, chloracne. The disease has been traced 
to rice cooking oil contaminated with PCB. Dr. 

Robert Riscb rough, an authority on PCB who is a 
professor at University of California at Berkeley 
told a Senate subcommittee that last month two 
babies were stillborn and "both showed symptoms of 
PCB poisoning.” Dr. Risebrough raised the poss- 
ibility that a chemical byproduct of PCB, chlorinated 
dibenzoforan , could be responsible for causing 
birth defects in fish, fowl and rats.

CORONERS 1 REPORTS AT ATTICA, SAX QUENTIN .AND 
MARIN COUNTY CONTRADICT ORIGINAL, OFFICIAL REPORTS 

SAN FRANC I SCO (LXS) --Allen Mancino, the white 
inmate who was in the same cell block as George 
Jackson at the time he was killed was once threat- 
ened by a captain of the prison guards that if he 
didn't try to kill George he would be killed him- 
self. This came out in an affidavit presented by 
George's lawyer, John Thorne, at a press confer- 
ence SeDtember 16. Mancino is now being held in 
the Nevada State Prison and is being pressured to 
turn state's evidence in the case they are build- 
ing against the remaining men in George's tier. 

The affidavit was originally signed by Man- 
cino for use in the Soledad 3 trial in order to 
try to show that there was a conspiracy to kill 
the Soledad Brothers rather than a conspiracy to 
kill the prison guard like the prosecution was 
trying to say. 

In the affidavit Mancino state that in early 
February 1970 when he was the only white prisoner 
on the second tier of 0 Wing in Soledad, he was 
blind-folded and taken from his cell to another 
area of the prison. There he was interrogated by 
Captain Moody--whose voice he recognized. Cap- 
tain Moody's reputation in Soledad is famous. He 
had illegally brought a gun into the prison and 
threatened a witness in the Soledad 7 case. 

According to the affidavit, Moody asked 
Mancino, "How do you like being among the niggers 
on the first tier?" Mancino replied, he didn't 
care one way or another. He then was asked what 
would he think if George Jackson was suddenly 
killed to which Mancino gave a non-committal answer. 
Then Moody asked Mancino if he would kill George. 
Moody gave Mancino this example. If they were 
sent out into an exercise yard and Mancino was 
given a gun, would he shoot. "After all," said 
Moody, "We don't want another Eldridge Cleaver." 
Mancino was told if he refused he would be set 
up and killed "trying to escape." Mancino 
wouldn't agree but luckily a few days later he 
was transferred to another prison. Moody became 
the chief investigator for the District Attorney 
on the Soledad 3 case. 


Attica prison isn't the only place where a 
first coroner's report is corrected the next 
day. Only in California they had to wait a 
little longer to get the correct cause of death 
out . 

September 21, exactly a month after 
George Jackson was killed in the yard of San 
Quentin Prison, Dr. Donovan Cooke, the Marin 
County Coroner, released a new coroner's report 
saying that George was killed by a bullet which 
entered his middle back and traveled up through 
his skull. Two days after he had been killed on 
August 21, the coroner had released an autopsy 
report which stated that the bullet had entered 
his head and traveled out ins back. This seemed 
to go along with the prison officials' statement 
that he was shot from a tower on the top of the 
20-foot wall surrounding the yard while trying 
to escape. 
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It turns out that the pathologist. Dr. 

John Manwaring, who had examined George's body 
hours after his death had doubts about the di- 
rection that the bullet had taken and said it 
might have entered through the back after all. 
n it is impossible to be certain the direction of 
this bullet pending consultation with ballistics 
experts and an opportunity to see the clothing." 

He final ly got to see George's clothing and made 
his final autopsy report on September 7 but it 
wasn t released by the Dept of Corrections until 
September 21. 

Dr. Cooke commented on the new findings: 

The only way the bullet could have gone through 
him like that is if he was flat on the ground. 

Of course this only speculation but he could have 
been down on his knees with his head down." When 
Cooke was asked about the discrepancy in the two 
autopsy reports, he responded that the first re- 
port "was a preliminary, incomplete report. You 
remember I was being very careful to say the ap- 
parent cause of death." When reporters asked him 
what that did to the story that George was shot down 
by guards in a tower above and in front of him he 
answered, "I believe that is the job of the DA 
not the coroner to determine who did the shooting, 
from what direction and under what circumstances." 
District Attorney Bailes was unavailable for comment. 

The prison officials now are switching their 
story again. Warden Nelson now claims George was 
hit by a bullet fragment in the foot, was knocked 
down and as he tried to get up was shot down fa- 
tally. "He got up and was running in a crouched, 
bent over position," Warden Louis Nelson fantasized. 
(In other words when he was shot, he was crouched 
with his head lower than his back. Nelson still 
talks about the gun George supposedly had with 
which he tried "to shoot down the guard on .the rail- 
ing so he could have a clear shot over the wall." 
According to him, George was going to take a flying 
leap over a 20- foot wall.) 

George's attorney John Thorne commented, "It 
is interesting to see the changes in the story now 
that the facts have been changed. By the time we 
have the full facts, prison officials will still be 
coming out with new theories to make their original 
stories fit.” 

This is the second time in a month that Dr. 
Manwaring was forced to admit error in judging the 
direction of a bullet in a gunshot murder. A court 
hearing in early September concluded that Jonathan 
Jackson (17-year-old brother of George) and William 
Christmas --two of four of the people killed in the 
Marin County Courthouse shootout on August 7, 1970-- 
were shot in the back and not in the front as re- 
ported initially over a year ago. 

Manwaring said that he was hampered by the 
fact that he couldn't immediately see the clothing 
of the victims. As a result Judge Harold Amason 
granted a mot ion- -which Ruche 11 Magee has been con- 
sistently trying to make--to exhume the body of 
Judge Haley (who was killed in the shoot-out J 

Ernest Graves, who the judge recognizes as rep- 
resenting Ruche 11. saad, "There zire i*mss errors, 
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
